war against France had been published in Spain, 
and that Spanish privateers were fitting out in the 
different ports with great expedition. by this arri- 
val is also received the SPANISH DECLARA 
TION OF WAR against France, and is in the 
following words : 

SeviLLE Gazerre, April 26, 
The King has issued the following Decree: 

Whereas the Spanish Territory has been invad- 
ed by the troops of the French Government without 
a previous declaration of war, or any of those for- 
malitics established by custom; and whereas that 


'act of aggression cannot be considered in any other 
light Pring as a violation of the Law of Nations, and 
an open rupture of hostilities against Spain, it be- 


comes my duty, therefore, to repo: force by force, 
to defend the integrity of the states of the monarchy 
and chastise the audaci ity of its enemies: Now, af- 
r having consulted the ¢ ; State, agreea 
bly to the 236 article of the politic constitution, I 
DO DECLARE WAR AGAINST FRANCE, 
ind the same is hereby declared, and in conse- 
quence whereof I order and command the compe- 
tent authorities to commit hostilities upon her both 
'by sea and loud; to annoy her by every act of ag- 
gression in their power, authorised by the law of 
nations. Lalso direct that this my declaration of 
war be published with due solemnity.
